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Alberta’s  International  Exports 
January  to  September  2000 
Highlights 


Overview:  In  the  first  nine  months  of  2000,  the 
value  of  Alberta’s  international  exports  of  goods 
rose  very  strongly  by  57%  from  1999,  to  $38.2 
billion.  Higher  prices  for  a number  of  Alberta’s 
major  commodity  exports,  e.g.  crude  oil  and 
natural  gas,  petro-chemicals  and  wood  pulp, 
and  increased  volumes  of  such  commodities  as 
telecommunication  equipment,  oil  and  gas  field 
equipment,  crude  oil  and  wheat,  were  major 
contributors  to  this  increase.  Exports  to  the  US 
rose  $13  billion  to  $33.5  billion,  and  exports  to 
the  rest  of  the  world  $0.9  billion  to  $4.7  billion. 
Alberta’s  exports  rose  50%  in  the  third  quarter 
of  2000,  from  the  third  quarter  of  1999. 

Major  Commodities:  Crude  oil  sales  rose 
113%,  as  prices  rose  74%  and  volumes  22%.  A 
47%  increase  in  prices  combined  with  a 3% 
increase  in  volumes  caused  natural  gas  exports 
to  rise  by  52%  in  the  first  nine  months  of  2000. 
Exports  of  telecommunication  equipment,  e.g. 
transmission  and  switching  equipment,  liquefied 
petroleum  gases  and  styrene  more  than  doubled. 
Exports  of  refined  petroleum,  wheat,  canola, 
wood  pulp  and  polyethylene  also  rose  sharply. 

Exports  by  Industry:  Exports  by  the  mining 
sector  increased  77  % , because  of  higher  prices 
for  crude  oil  and  natural  gas,  as  well  as  higher 
volumes.  Primary  agricultural  exports  rose 
19%,  because  of  increased  volumes  of  grains 
and  oilseeds  and  higher  cattle  prices. 
Manufacturing  exports  rose  38%,  as  volumes, 
and  to  a lesser  degree  prices,  increased.  All  of 
manufacturing’s  major  sub-sectors,  with  the 
exception  of  wood  products,  had  increased 
exports.  The  value  of  electrical  and  electronic 
equipment  exports  (mainly  telecommunication 
equipment)  rose  119%,  refined  petroleum  83%, 
chemicals  34%,  machinery  36%,  pulp  and 
paper  33%,  and  food,  feed  and  beverages  19%. 

United  States:  Exports  to  the  US  increased 
64%  in  the  first  nine  months  of  2000.  Exports 
of  telecommunication  equipment  rose  130%, 


and  exports  of  crude  oil,  natural  gas,  liquefied 
petroleum  gases,  wood  pulp,  refined  petroleum, 
styrene  and  processed  potatoes  also  increased 
sharply.  Exports  to  the  US  rose  60%  during 
the  third  quarter. 

Asia:  Alberta’s  trade  with  Asia  increased  by 
16%  in  the  first  nine  months  of  2000,  and  by 
27%  during  the  third  quarter.  Commodities 
with  large  increases  include  wood  pulp,  wheat, 
barley,  polyethylene  and  artificial  filament  tow 
(for  cigarette  filters).  Exports  of  coal  fell. 
Exports  to  Japan,  China  and  South  Korea 
increased  by  3%,  61%  and  17%,  respectively. 

Europe:  Total  exports  to  Western  Europe 

increased  by  18%  in  year-to-date  2000.  Exports 
of  nickel,  wood  pulp  and  polyethylene  increased 
sharply.  Italy’s  imports  from  Alberta  rose  27%, 
the  UK’s  13%,  Belgium’s  54%  and  France’s 
69%.  Exports  to  Eastern  Europe  increased  by 
33%,  as  exports  of  oil  and  gas  field  equipment 
rose  strongly.  Exports  to  Russia  rose  51%,  and 
to  Kazakhstan  from  $0.4  million  to  $9  million. 

Latin  America:  Alberta  exports  to  South 
America  rose  40%,  because  of  used  aircraft 
sales  to  Argentina  during  the  second  quarter  of 
2000,  and  increased  exports  of  wheat  and 
telecommunication  equipment.  Exports  to  Chile 
rose  36%,  to  Brazil  10%,  and  to  Venezuela  and 
Argentina  by  more  than  100%.  Exports  to 
Central  America  increased  by  53%,  due  to  a 
62%  increase  for  Alberta’s  largest  market, 
Mexico  (large  increases  for  beef  and  canola). 

Other  Regions:  Exports  to  the  Middle  East 
rose  by  94%,  mostly  because  of  very  large 
increases  in  grain  shipments  to  Iran,  Iraq,  the 
UAE  and  Saudi  Arabia.  African  imports  from 
Alberta  increased  12%,  because  of  very  large 
increases  for  Senegal  (sulphur),  and  Ghana  and 
Nigeria  (wheat).  Exports  to  the  Oceania  region 
were  15%  higher.  Exports  to  Australia  rose 
33%,  but  exports  to  New  Zealand  dropped.
